He got the German vote, whieh in Ohio 
is simply j immense, It is scarcely an 
exaggeration to say that he had last year 
the help of all the Germans: this year he 
cannot get one-half of that vote, prob- 
ably not one-third of it, The repubtican 
ticket is headed by Mr. Milton Barnes, 
who isso much ofa temperance man 
that he would deprive a German of his 
beer. He strixes at first principles—of 
a German. He is an ultra temperance 
man. Mrs. Hayes was a crusader. The’ 
whole concern would cut off beer by 
penal statutes. Besides, the Germans 
all over the country manifest a strong 
disposition tosupport Mr. Tilden, Two- 
thirds of that vote in Ohio will 
surely be cast for him, and for the 
democratic ticket in October. This 
means the defeat of Hayes by a major- 
ity that will surprise the country. In- 
telligent observers do not hesitate of 
late to declare that Hayes’ canvass is 
more hopeless in Ohio than in Indiana, 
which is certainly putting it pretty 
strong. 

There are other obstacles in the way 
of a republican victory in Ohio. A 
temperance ticket is in the field. It 
will catch some votes, and those votes 
will, without exception, be taken from 
the republican ranxs. Hayes’ express- 
ed sympathy with the American 
Alliance will very naturallv 
deprive him of the votes 
of all foreign born whose political 
rights are jeopardized on account of 
their religious belief. There is also an 
independent greenback party in the 
field, which is said by the radicals to be 
eoddled by the democrats. It is intend- 
ed for soft-money republicans who can 
not swallow Hayes’ unmitigated re- 
sumption ideas. They consider him 
too sudden on that question. We need 
not enumerate more facts to show tuat 
the rad‘cals have grounds for being 
“aneasy.” That slim majority of last 
year is clearly in danger. 

The democratic candidate for secre- 
tary of state is Mr. Bell, a popular man, 
who has held the office for two years, 
and against whose integrity nothing 
can be said. His opponent is the tem- 
perance zealot, Col. Milton Barnes. 
These men head the two leading tick- 
ets, Col. Thompson is the chairman of 
the democratic state ‘committee. The 
work of that Committee has been quiet- 
ly conducted, but to-day there is an ef- 
ficient organization in every county of 
the state. An immense amount of 
quiet but effective work has been 
aécom plished. Col. Thompson 
does not hesitate to predict 
a large democratic majority, based 
upon thorough organization, the nomi- 
nation by the ‘republicans of such a 
man as Mr. Banes, and the absence 
this year of the twin burdens that 
were summed in the school question 
and money plank of 1875. The Ger- 
mans and merchants of Cleveland gave 
Hayes last year 6,046 majority, on ac- 
count of the money plank in the demo- 
crat platform. The gain in Cleveland 
alone will nearly wipe out the majority 
that Hayes received. Toledo and Cin- 
cinnati will both go democratic this year 
—last year they did not. Let these 
‘facts suffice for the present. 

The loss of Ohio in October would be 
the burial of Hayes. The republican 
leaders begin to realize;the danger. 
They have been over confident. Can 
théy regain lost ground in two weeks ? 
Can they recover the German vote at 
all? And yet the tinal result will be 
decisively settled in the October elec- 
tions. We need not say the returns 
from Indiana, Ohio and West Virginia 
will be waited for with intense interest. 
The country’s fate is in the balance.

Mr. B. H. Hill's eloquent speech dc- 
liveredin Atlanta, recently, on the oc- 
oasion of the presentation und recep- 
tion of a beautiful United states flag;

our fellow Citizens in all f ‘the 
union, It is an able and — ex | 
position and illustration of the true 
theory of our government. Sectional- 
ism - ‘whether its birth-place be in the 
north, or the south, or the, west, or the 
east—is the foe®of the union. “Se- 
tionalism is disunion.“ It is a narrow 
and bitter spirit that should have no 
plecein our hearts. He is a narrow 
man who cannot love his section and at 
the same time love his whole country; 
who cannot be true tohis whole coun- 
try and at the same time true to his sec- 
tion. Indeed, as we judge, he who can- 
not love his whole country cinnot love 
his section aright;he who cannot be true 
to his whole country cannot be true to 
his section. If we are wrong in this 
view, our whole theory of government 
is false and our experiment in govern- 
menta wretched failure. For have 
not all the troubles and disasters that 
our history records had their origin in 
sectionalism ? 

One or two simple but all-important 
truths should be recognized and coi- 
dialiy accepted by every citizen of the 
United States. One is this: whoever 
teaches his neighbors to hate the men 
of another section of this country is the 
enemy of all. If any southern man is 
blind enough to teach his children to 
hate the people of the north, he is the 
enemy of the very south he professes 
to love; if any northern man is blind 
enough to teach his children to hate 
the people of the south, he is an enemy 
of his own section, as well as of that 
section he persecutes and seeks to de- 
stroy. Again, this government is a un- 
ion of states —of equal states —if it be 
any union at all. There can be no union 
in a despotism. There can be no 
union of states and provinces. If our 
southern people expect to receive any 
of the blessings possible to a union of 
states, let. them adjust themselves to 
their obligations to the union. 
northern people expect to continue to 


receive the blessings possible to this 
un:on, let them use all their arts of wis- 
dom, justice ant kindness to make the 
states of the south feel at home in the 


union.

It is time northern people 
knew what they seem to learn with 
difficulty, and we fear with a degree of 
reluctance, that they can not bo truly, 
permanently prosperous with an alien- 
ated, suspected, distrusted, persecuted 
south. The sending of troops into the 
southern states to control elections this 
centennial year is as great a calamity 
to the north as it is an outrage upon 
the south. It only aggtavates an alien- 
ation which good men here and yonder 
in the north are seeking to heal. In 
this matter the president has made un- 
enviable history.

THE SHAFT AND THE TUNNELS. 


* shaft is an irregular pentagon in 
pe, 117 by 62 feet, om having a 
depth of 34 feet. below low water. A 
t wooden staircase leads down into 
he shaft, the bottom of which would 
be perfectly dry but for the wet saw- 
dust with which it is covered. The 
sawdust is a precaution against concus- 
sion in case a cartridge should be acci-; 
dentally dropped. From this shaft ten 
main tunnels radiate, the tuunels vary- 
ing in length from 185 feet to 300 — 
in length, the average length bein 
feet. The width of the tunnels is a — 
14 teet, and their height varies from 
22 feet at the opening to7 fect at the 
end The floor of the mine falls grad- 
ually, the roof of the excavation more 
rapidlv—followi ing the bed of the river 
above, and keeping up a general aver- 
age of ten feet of solid rock below the 
water. Cross galleries, of about the 
same height and width as the tunnels, 
traverse the mine at intervals of thirty 
feet, leaving the roof supported by 
enormous coiumns of solid rock. These 
columns, however, are cut through by 
secordary tunnels and galleries, in- 
ereasing the number of rock piers 
supporting the roof to one hundred 
and seventy-three, of about 
ten feet in thickness. and giving an ag- 
gregate length of tunnels and galleries 
of 7,425 feet—4,857 feet of tunnels and 
2, 568 feet of galleries. In order to cre- 
ate this net-work of tunnels and gal- 
leries it was necessary to blast out and 
remove no less than 47,461 cubic yards 
of rock. This work was begun seven 
years ago, and was finished in June, 
1875; and since that time the pillars 
have been drilled in all directions pre- 
puratory to the insertion of the cart- 
ridges for the grand and final blast. The 
pillars and the outside walls of tl e mine 
have been arranged in what are t. rmed 
battery groups; that is, for connection 
with the electric battery which is to 
fire the blast. There are one hundred

THE EXPLOSIVE AND THEIR EFFECT. 


The varying hardness of the gneiss 
formation of the reef has led to the em- 
loyment of three kinds of explosives 
in charging “for the blast—dynamite, 
rend-rock, and vulcan powder; the first 
for the harder and the two latter tor 
the softer rocks. All these three ex- 
plosives have nitro-glycerine as a com- 
ponent part, though they differ much 
in appearance. Dynamite has the ap- 
pearance of a fine quality of brown 
sugar; the others resembie the boot 
blacking in vogue smong the gamins of 
the City Hall park—a thick, black 
paste. Dynamite, or giant powder as 
it is often called, is now recognized as 
not only the most powerful, but as the 
safest of known giant explosives. It is 
a compound of pulverized silex, sili- 
cious ashes, or more generally infuso- 
rial earth, saturated with three times 
its weight of nitro-glycerine; that is, 
tweaty-five per cent of infusorial 
earth and seventy-five per cent 
of *nitro-glycerine. Under favorable 
circumstances, the effectiveness of dy- 
namite is greater than that of pure ni- 
tro-glycerine, while it is not so danger- 
ous, the fundamental explosive agent 
still being the nitro-glycerine. Most 
people are more or less familiar with 
Ordinary gunpowder as an explosive, 
and a comparison between it and nitro- 
glycerine will give some conception of 
the latter, of course remembering that 
the effects of an explosion are brought 
about by the great and almost instan- 
eous expansion of liberated pro- 
| ducing an enormous pressure in all dir- 
ections. . The following table will show 
the constituent. gases yielded by 100 
parts of nitro-glycerine on combustion:

Around this column was an outer ring 
of water of enormous bulk, about sev- 
enty feet high, and gradually rolling 
away. It will be seen that the effect of 
the explosion was almost entirely up- 
ward. Nitro glycerine, and of course 
dynamite, takes a wider explosive 
range, and a far greater circumference 
of disturbance may be looked for at 
Hallet’s Point. Nevertheless, it is an- 
ticipated that a very fine column of 
water will be th-own into the air to as 
great a height, if not a greater height, 
as that which was seen at San Francis- 
co. It will bea magnificen\ spectacle 
as witnessed from the more elevated 
portions of the city which command 
a view of that portion of East river. 
In the explosion at Francisco the
